The Governor and Ilia Mllltla. 
If Oovernor Altgeld bad sent tha mtli- 


tia to LemoDt and Joliet a weak ago the 
slaughter of workmen wonld not have 
ooonrrsd 
Bat the governor does not 


seem to be troubled maoh over the fatah- 
tes among the workmen. 
He said, 


when speaking of the necessity of nailing 
oat troops: 


Nobody w»i faart except the strikers, 


several ot whom were killed and a num- 
ber wounded. It this is so, why oaU tor 
troops, and i! additional belp is needed, 
why not sweat in more depnty sheriffs? 


Of course, Governor, they could kill 


more people, but when the militia are on 
tha ground strikers never commit the 
•nor ot getting killed. 


It seems, however, thai the governor 


regards the killing of a few labormgmeu 
of no const qnenoe, aa he now complains 
and blame, the sheriffs of DnPage, Cook 
and Will counties for causing htm to call 
out the militia. It is the calling oat of 
the militia he complains of. He w trying 
to lay the blame for calling ont the rotli- 
tw on these sheriffs. He aaye these 
sheriffs have not done their duty, at least 
the Cook and DnPage county sheriffs, 
beoanae they had sent down bat few 
deputies. Be thinks the WilKommty 
sherifl did better. Well, it it is the kill- 
ing- ot a lot ot laborers he thinks the ful- 
fillment ot duty, then be ia correct, for it 
waa the Will ounnty posse ot US who did 
the shooting and the killing. None of 
the deputies wen hurt, and yet he com- 
plains because the other two sheriffs did 
not send armed men to reinforce the 
sheriff ot Will county 
Ot coarse, if 


they bad done so, more strikers wonld 
have been killed. Ibis, according to hie 
logic, wonld have been about the right 
thing.

Bomb lynching case was resumed by 
Coroner Bandore and tbe jury pursuant 
to adjournment. A number of witnesses 
testified, tbe evidence being a* follows:

offioe where I met Mr. Britton and 0. M. 
Fletcher end two or three other people 
from Mt. Zion and Marshal Mason. 
They gave me a history of the capture 
and of bringing him to Deoatnr by 
Bement In order to avoid the possibility 
ot trouble out at Mt. Zion and I eom- 
mended them for their discretion in the 
matter. 
We then talked over the 
penalties provided for snob offenses as 
Bush's. I told them if he was guilty of 
rape he oonld be sent to the penitentiary 
for lite and that I had no doubt that it 
the people would allow the lav to take 
its course he would receive the fall 
penalty. The boys talked about some 
trouble they had with one of the mem- 
bers 
of the 
party, 
young 
EH 


Ullery, who insisted on bringing him 
through Mt. Zion 
and telegraphing 


the people they were coming, but that 
they bad overcome bis proposition, and 
that he thereupon left them at Sullivan. 
They said they had entertained fears of 
having trouble at Bement or Bangamon 
on their way with the prisoner. I talked 
with them about tbe necessity of allow- 
ing tbe law to take its course, urging 
that it was their duty as good citizens to 
return to Mt. Zion and counsel the peo- 
ple thete to allow tbe law to take its 
course, and if "the officers in the prosecu- 
tion of the case did not perform then- 
duty, it would then be time enough to 
resort to extreme measures. They all 
seemed to agree with me, and when we 
parted, while possibly no direct promises 
were made, it wae my understanding 
that this policy was to be carried out, 
and some of the parties promised that 
when they went home if there were any 
signs ot any organization being formed 
for mob purposes, they would let me 
know. I noticed the crowd about the 
jail daring the afternoon, and mingled 
with it some; it seemed to be very good- 
natured and principally composted of per- 
sons who were there through cariosity, 
apparently not desiring that anything 
like a lynching should pan by without 
seeing it. I heard no one expressing a 
desire to. engage in such violence. I 
oame down town about seven o'clock 
in the evening, and there was a gen- 
tleman who came in from ML Zion 
on the 7 o'clock train and told me that 
as far as he oonld see there was no ef- 
fort being made to organize a mob and 
while he was not able to speak positively, 
it waa his judgement there would not be. 
I then had a consultation in my office 
with Marshal Mason and Deputy Sher- 
iff Midkiff and from what we each bad- 
heard, we were of the opinion that no 
effort would be made that night at least 
to break the jail. I told them, however, 
that every precaution ought to be taken, 
and that in my judgment, while I did 
not propose to dictate a policy to them; 
that it a mob was organized they would 
attempt to get into the jail by forcing 
the men that held possession of the keys 
to surrender them and that in order to 
avoid snob air entrance, it would be best 
to put an armed guard in the oomdor, 
look all the doors and deliver them the 
keys. This suggestion was nude not 
only to keep the keys away from any 
possible mob, bat I was satisfied tout a 
proper guard on the inside ot that corri- 
dor oonld defend that jail against any 
mob that might come in tnere and that 
if the guards on the outside should be 
overcome and the outer door be broken 
open, those on the 
inside 
would 


have the ability to defend the inner 
door. This suggestion was concurred in 
by 
both Mason and 
MidkHf 
and 
I understood would be carried out strict- 
ly. I went to the j ail about 9 o'clock and 
tonnd this plan was being carried out 
and that there were 6 or 8 in the corridor 
at that time, and, as I understood, sworn 
in as deputies. I then talked to a num- 
ber of persons, among them Mr. Fans, 
the present foreman of the grand jnry, 
Marshal Maeon, W. W. Foster and sev- 
eral others, and, so far an I oonld learn, 
no one anticipated an asaanlt upon the 
jail. It began to ra'n and the crowd be- 
gan to disperse, a number, however, lin- 
gering around; went home about 10:30 
o'clock, telling Deputy Midbiff before I 
left tbat while I had no fear of any trou- 
ble if it did come to*do everything in his 
power to protect the prisoner and to call 
me by 'phone. About 2:30 o'clock I re- 
ceived • "'phone" message from him to 
the effect that the mob was here and that 
they were battering down the doors. I 
told him in reply to defend tbe jail at all 
Imirde. He said he and Mason and 
their force had been overcome and oonld 
do nothing. My reply was do everything 
yon can. I dressed and got to tbe jail 
as quickly as I oonld; had to walk. When 
1 got to the court house, on the infor- 
mation apparently that they had gained 
entrance to tbe prisoner, the outside 
crowd was cheering. There wss great 
excitement and a great many people on 
the street when I oame up. The first 
man I met that I now remember I recog- 
nized was Charles Scott ot Mt. Zion. I 
said to him: This is an outrage; who are 
the leaders of this mob? He replied, as 
he walked along with me, I don't know. 
I replied to him, I'll And oat I then 
went to the marshal's office end those 
who had been in his offioe were rushing 
east through the 
corridor of tbe 
oonrt bones to the jail. They were 
then taking Bush from the jail. I im- 
mediately went around to the north aide 
of the oonrt bouse and saw the mob surg- 
ing through the street, coming up weet 
toward the corner ot Wood and Water 
streets. I oonld not see the prisoner, as 
he esemed to be snrroundad by a great 
crowd. I then vent to the jaU where I 
learned that Marshal Mason had been 
hurt, and I thought then eerionsly. After 
talking a moment with him about his 
injury I made inquiry ee to what effort 
had been made by those in the corridor 
to defend the jail, and was informed by 
two at least who had been on guard in 
tbe corridor that they had done nothing, 
and tbe reason they had done nothing 
was that they bad been covered with 
•hot-guns by tbe mob from the east win- 
dow. 
At that time the officers had given 


np all farther effort to protect the pris- 
oner. Word wee then brought in that 
tbe negro wae hanged and dead. I then 
telephoned the tacts to Coroner Bendare. 


After bavin* made the foregoing, state- 


ment the foreman ot the jury asked Mr. 
Mills if be identified anyone engaged in 
the hanging to which he replied: 
I did not recognise any person who 


seemed to be taking an aoHve part in the 
hanging. I wss not in the crowd «l the 
time tbe hanging took place. 
After 
the hanging Oharles Boott ot Mt. 
Zion, came to me in thejafl ands«d,"Mr. 
Mills, Vset was tbe leader ot the mob and 
yoa could not blame him very moon." I 
do not remember that I made any reply.
